Reconstruction of The Star building with a new low 


silhouette, completely fire-proofed and with central heat- 
ing and air-conditioning to all departments, will begin 
at once, it is announced today by the partners in Star 
Publishing Co. 


Construction will require three to four months and 


.will be handled by B. W. Edwards, Hope contractor. 
* 
The building will be enlarged to a total of 4,700 


square feet of floor space, including a newsprint ware- 
house to hold two cars of paper. 


New steelwork will replace the present wooden 


framing overhead, eliminating support columns from the 
building's interior and reducing ceiling height from 
present 15 feet to 10 feet for greater efficiency in heat- 
ing and'cooling. 


The newspaper machinery will remain in place, but 


it will be necessary to transfer all offices to another loca- 
J|,ion while the construction is going on. This will reduce 
fo a minimum the area the contractor will have to protect 
from the elements while the top of the building is off. 
Temporary quarters for the editorial, circulation »and ad- 
vertising departments will be established in the vacant 
Foodland Market, across the street from The Star build- 
ing. 


The new building project was promised a year ago 


when the partners observed their 25th anniversary as 
owners of The Star — and this is the performance. 


We have owned The Star since January 18, 1929, 


|jand the present building site since May 1932. 
Both 


were good bets, even though 1929 started a depression 
and 1932 saw it at its worst.

Department has declined to com- 
ment on a charge that it is bring- 
ing pressure to suppress a book 
by Harvey Matusow, ex-Qommu- 
nist who has repudiated his sworn 
testimony. 


The assertion was made at a 


n.ews; conf,er:ence^...^est/jrday...by: Al- 
bert' 'E'f^a'h'n^v'fihcT Angus Cam- 
eron, New York publishers, 
who 


said the book they play to issuo 
March 15 "contains charges seri- 
ously implicating the department," 


They said various printers and 


binders in New York, whom they 
declined to name, have 
backed 


out of agreements to handle pro- 
duction of Matusow's book after 
being visited by FBI agents. 


Unde'r questions by reporters, 


they said that so far as they knew, 
the FBI men had done no more 
than make 'inquiries about which 
printers 
and binders were 
han- 


dling the book. 


Matusow has appeared was a 


witness both in court trials and "be- 
fore congressional groups investi- 
gating 
communism, 
and 
has 


named numerous persons as being 
connected with 
thfi 
Communist 


movement. He has since signed 
affidavits, however, asserting that 
much of the testimony which he 
gave under oath was falgu. Ad- 
vance proofs of his book, "False 
Witness," include statements that 
he. was encouraged to testify as ho 
did by some Justice Department
